Remember "local option" was not so popular then 
as now and many men now occupying prominent seats on the local 
option band wagon had not been heard from. As to his attitude now. 
Wa are in the midst of a campaign to vote the saloon out of Nelson 
county under the new County Unit law. The writer of this letter was 
active in bringing this issue before the people. From the first Mr. 
Johnson allied himself openly with us and has given his influence, his 
counsel and his financial support to the movement. He is. so far as I 
know, the only office holder in Nelson county who has openly allied 
himself with us. 

This is and has been, since 1883 his record on the question. 
Remember that in this, his home county, there are 19 distilleries, with 
their tremendous influence, and you will appreciate something of his 
courage. I could write more fully and will answer any questions for 
further information.
